The Weather. — I t U dome time bidcc we 
have publicly expressed our thicks to tbe clerk 
^ ^•Ather for tbe delicious influecces wilh 
which he has rurrounded our present fall season. 
Nature, too, has arrayed our woods in her gsudi- 

colorf; they look now, os Bryant deecribea 
them, "as if a gorjreoos sunset had fallen from 
heaven to earth and were reposing among tbe 
masses of summer foliage.** Science is somewhat 
at a lo63 to account for the deep-bued leaves, but 
tbe Bceton Poet thinks no one can maintain, after 
this year's experience, that froet has any special 
agency in their autumn coloration. "Nome leien- 
littc men,” it says, "have expUined the ripening 
of tbe leaf os a simple process of vegetable 
growth, though tbe coloration of tbe leaves at 
maturity can no more be accounted for than the 
red of the rose, the blue of tbe violet, or the 
orange of the lily, Tbe color which leaves as- 
sume in tbe fall is due to tbe same canses.

The Grape Chop op 1861. — This has been 
a strange season f««r >iD«‘yards, aod one which 
awakened hopes of a return as rich as it was 
seldom oeen; yet, in but few iD 8 tan«*es, will 
these ho(j 68 be fulfilled. And why so? Dear 
readers, this question is easily answered. It 
is because the Catawba, wii.b all its faults, 
with all itsdiKeaaes, h still our loading grapt", 
becaube most of our old vineyards were plant- 
ed with it, and are not aa easily replaced with 
other varieties sa some people suppose: and all 
becaut^e some people — nay, eveu a good many 
— ahhough they have et*es in their bead to all 
ontward appearance at least, are yet blind ti> 
their own interest, aod even pretind to be 
leaders of the bliml. Now I do not pretend 
to be very sharp- sighti-d. but when I see a 
Concord, a Cynthiana, a Norton’s Virginia, and 
llerbemont, with their leaves full and green, 
hiding and shading their full, nay su(X'rabuod- 
ant crop of perfectly ripi*ned colored fruit; 
and see a Catawba or Dabella, with not a loaf 
on it, the fruit of a dir»y green, with half of 
the berries dropping clT, I confo^s that I sue a 
ditf.TCDco. And when 1 come to tasting, tbe 
difforcnoi is greater atill. In tlie former, the 
rich, lu**ciou<, and full flavored juice; in the 
latter a juice which tastes like as if it would 
turn into vinegar, if it had strength enough; 
but as it bus not, it Ustes mm ly insipidly vour, 
or sourly insipid; whichever you may like best. 
This is of course an extreme ca.se, but 1 can 
tell you, oevertht’leas, that there are whole 
vineyards here with tens of thousands of 
pounds of gra(ies in them that wdll not give 
more than a few hundred pounds of really ripe 
grapes. The cause of it is a dis*ease of the 
leaf, which has oixurrcd before, bu never 
was HO destructive as it has been this summer 
It appeared in the form of a small white 
insect, which infested the under side of the 
leaves by millions, and fed on theoL This 
was the first cause, and the leaves 
might have withsuxid it, but then came the 
scorching heal in July, with some vultry show- 
ers, a kind of wcaiher which the Catawba can 
not stand, and finished the job. I think out 
of 80,000 gallons of wine which may be made 
bere this f^,harJly 25,000 will be a good sala- 
ble article. Tbon; viucyards in which the 
early summer pruning was followed, sutifered 
much less than where the Cincinnati plan was 
observed My vineyard will p^^rhaps ripen 
iwo-thirds— but they have all suff-Ted. 1 re- 
gret to say that the Delaware has alio suff^jred 
terribly, but this may not be of sneh frrqueni 
occurrence as in the Catawba. Tho truth mu-»t 
be told, and although I bad alm<jst unbounded 
faith that this universal tavonie would prove 
all we had hoped, vet I confess that it is some- 
what shaken. However, as it seemed and was 
so perfectly healthy last season, let us hope 
this will be of rare oocurrcnce. 

We sutfered but little by the rot here— not 
enough to feel it much. 

I will conclude by naming a few of the vari- 
eties that have escaped this disease unharmed 
and ripened their fruit perfectly: 

Cynthiana, ArkaosaH, Con<*ord, Norton s 
Virginia, Herbemont, North Carolina 
ling, Louisiana, Cunningham, Tayloris Bul- 
litt, Northern Muscadine, Hartford Frolmc, 
Blood's Black Alvers. These are all got^ 
and productive grapes, and can, I think, be 
recommended with safety. The 
ana, K^becra. Brown, and Meads Seedling 
sufTored but little. 

Our apple, peach, and pear crop was cn 
mous. Never were finer pears, or more of 
ihera, rai-ied than we have ba<l this sa^m^r 

will mention that a small tr.« of the Seckel 
variety had over fi»ur bunheU of splendid pearf; 
ands^'veral dwarO, planted thrw yearn ago, 
hud over half a (.•ock each, bc-ides making a 
full growth of wiwjd.

Making andManaoino Cider — Although 
nearly every farmer makes from one to twenty 
or more barrels of cid< r yearly, yet few apply 
to the manufacture any more than a mechani- 
cal knowledge, or tbe following of sorao rou- 
tine method descended from father to son, and 
tbe cons^’quence is that not more than one 
tenth of the liquor denominated cider descr>'oe 
a name beyond that of poor vinegar. 

Cider, when carefully made, with a due 
knowledge of its properties, becomes a pleas- 
ant and healthful drink, far better in its na- 
tive purity than when manufactured and sold 
as champagne wine, for be it known very 
many thousand bottles of so-called champagne 
are nothing more than cider remanufaetured 
All varieties of apples can be manufactured 
into cider, yet tbe properties of a cider and ta- 
ble apple are very different, although some- 
times cembined in tho same fruit. Toiighnej^s, 
dry nos, and a fibroiH Hesb, and astringen* y, 
are all good properties in a cider apple. Yel- 
low H ^sh indiuAtes ricbne<^ and strength, and 
the heavier the mast the stronor the cider. 
Late ripening apples, or those which require 
to be housed, are not profitable for cider, be- 
cause of the extra expense of hoosiug, all ap- 
ples requiring to be fully ripe and mellow be- 
fore making up. Apples which fall from the 
tree folly ripe make better cider than those 
which aro shaken off the tree. Keeping the 
fruit under cover from one to three weeks be- 
fore making up increases tbe strength and fla- 
vor of the cider. Care must be taken that the 
rruit is spread thin, and freely exposed to the 
currents of air, otherwise it will ofton contract 
an unpleasant smell, which will affect tbe tas’e 
of the cider. As tbe fruit becomes ripened and 
mellow, the juice is reduced in qiiaatitv, but 
increased in weight aod heighten^ in flavor. 
If, bowtn’er, they aro left too long, and decay 
commences, the quality is injured by a peculiar 
musty tone or flavor imparted to the liquor; all 
decayed or decavdog fruits should, therefore, he 
carefully picked out before grinding. Unripe 
apples should never be mixed with those fuby 
ripened and mallow; much of the merit of cider 
depends upon the proper separation of tbe fruit, 
aa we hat*e just stat^, and also in selecting 
(«loi>; tho!>e of a rich, yellow tinge in skin be^ 
tng superior to those of a greenish casi; they 
should nevxr be mixed. Mixing varieties, 
while it often adds to the value and quality of 
the cider, roust not bo done, if any certain 
quality is sought to be obtained and a unifo>rm 
character established by the manufacturer, un- 
lees it be that two distinct varieties are mixed 
in certain proportions, as two to one, etc., and 
a quality of cider made, which it is desired to 
have again and again In such a case, tbe 
same mixture must bo made, and in the like 
proportions. An astringent, harsh fruit, aud 
a rich, sweet apple will often be found to com- 
bine the qualities requisite for tbe verr highest 
flavor auu heaviest body. 

Grioding the fruit is a very important item 
in the manufacture of good cider. The whole 
fruit, pulp, seeds, rind, aod all, should be com- 
pletely mashed. If the juice of an apple be 
extracted without bruising the fiuit, it will be 
found ihin and defective in ricbne»>s, compared 
to the juice of tbe same appU aher being per- 
fectly macerated and exposed to the influence 
of tbe air and light for twenty-four to tbiny- 
six hours. Grinding should, tberetore, be very 
perfect, and the pomace remain for one or two 
days before making up. 

The making up of the cheese for pressing 
should be performed only upon a clean, sweet 
piattorm, and rye straw, free from ru»i or 
weeds, uso<l to confinu it in place. A gentlo 
pressure should first be given, and the cider 
from such first rumriog shonld be bairvlcd by 
itself, the cheese allowed to stand, say twelve 
hours, then additional pressure gi^cn, Irom 
which will be obtained the beat quality of 
liquor; the last running will perhaps bo the 
most cl®ar, but i s richness will be found di- 
minished; in other words, the saccharine mat- 
ter, or sugar, will be less, and of course the 
quality inferior. After the last running, or 
when DO more juice of the apple in its pure 
state cjin b’ obtain»'d, the top of the cheeae is 
sometimes tokeu otf and a few pailfnls of water 
applied, a hen pressure is again applied, and a 
very inferior qualiiy of liquor obtained, almost 
entirely destitute of sugar, but often making a 
tolerable vinegar. 

Tbe ferm‘'ntation may be Mid to be the 
completion of the work of making and m io- 
tging cider, although racking off and bouliog 
are afterwards necessary to bring il to pertec- 
lioiL The time which may elapse after making 
the cider bjtbre fermeuution commenc-s de- 
pends both upon the quality and condition of 
the fruit from which it is made and the lem- 
l>crature of the weather. If the fruit is only 
partially ripe and the weather warm, fermen- 
tation often commences within a few huuia 
after expressing the juice, while, if the weath- 
er is cold and the fruit well ripened, days, cr 
possibly weeks, may elapse before fermenuiion 
commences. Ia either cat»e, it is belter to 
place tbe casks under a shed protected from 
the sun, but open to a free circulation of 
air. Leave out the bunga Have ready a 
cAvk with the bung kept in, and an the fer- 
mentation go ft on, and the froth issues from 
the bnngbolcs, fill op from day to day from 
the cask in which tbe bung has been kept As 
soon as tbe froth ceases to issue from tbe bung- 
holes, see that the cask is full, then drive m 
the bungs tightly, leaving open a small vent or 
spigot for a few days, or until the froth be- 
comes like pure, light cream, free from dirty 
particles, then close all up tight; the lean for. 
mentation takes place the sweeter will b tue 
liquor. Clean, sweet casks muot ai**ay« t>e 
supplied, and if there is any tinge of mosti- 
ness, slack some freah lime in each cask, leav- 
ing it from one to four hours. If one opera- 
tion does oot leave the cask sweet and clean, 
rp}>eac the process, and it is rare that a cai^k 
Will be found with any tinge of a ratisty char- 
acter after a second sppKcation of the lime.

When the startling fact of the invasion of 
Kentucky whs proclaimed, we felt entirely con- 
fident, that, to repel the invasion, there would 
be instantly such on nprUiog of gallant men 
as was never known in Kentucky or in any 
other State. Wc felt sure that the great mass 
of our people, with one loud and appalling 
shout of indignation, would swarm from plain 
and bill and valley and mountain and demand 
to be led against the foe. We looked for a 
sublime and terrible exhibition of the spirit and 
strength of an insulted and outraged people. We 
ha%’C been not wholly but partially disappointed 
Many gallant fellows have fulfilled our cxpecta* 
tioDs, but thousands have failed to meet any gen- 
erous or favorable expectations whatever. These 
Utter, whilst the invaders, standing upon our 
soil, are committing every s|»ecies of violence and 
mcnariogibe annihilation everywhere cf prop 
erty, lil>crty, and life, cower dowm around their 
oa n home?, fiercely cursing the invasion perhaps, 
but shrinking, upon various pretexts or with- 
out pretexts, from armed I'esistance to it. It 
is an undeniable fact that at least twice ten 
thousand Kentuckians, calling themselves loy- 
al, are now supine and inert, every man of 
whom, if told a year ago that Kentucky would 
ever be invaded without his rushing forward to 
ribk his life in her defence, would have treated 
the imputation as a mortal insult. Yes, full 
twenty thousand professedly loyal Kentuckians 
ar3 now pursuing a course, the very thought 
of which, a short time ago, would have sho<'k- 
ed and revolted them beyond all pow*er of ex- 
pression. What can be the matter with them? 
Has some evil spirit set a spell upon their 
souls, changing their whole natures? Has any 
such spii it transformed them to beings, that can 
fondly hug the base idea of their own (>ersonal 
safety whilst their State is calling for help and 
tens of thousands of gallant men from the 
neighboring States are answering to the call 
with an alacrity worthy of the olden days of 
chivalrj? 

To the many noble spirits of Kentucky, who 
are mustering for her defence, the thanks of 
the State and of the nation are due, and those 
thanks will be rendered in no stinted measure. 
A large majority of our people are true to their 
State's old glory. They regard iheir own lives 
as nothing, less than nothing, when weighed 
against Kentucky's honor and inde]>cndeoc6. 
Even to them, however, w’e have one or two 
(‘Uggestions to make. They of course appre- 
ciate the importance of baste in all the prepa- 
rations to be made for the redemption of Ken- 
tucky from the (>ollution of the invader's tread 
If we would not have our enemies make their 
winter.quartcrs among us, we must expel them 
soon, very soon, for, in a short time, the roads 
in many portions of our State will become im- 
passable for armies. Now one of the greatest 
obstacles, and probably the very groatestof all, 
to the rapid raising of regiments in Kentucky 
H, that too many persons are simultaneously 
engaged in trying to raise them in the same 
ronnty or the same neighborhood. In this 
way it cornea to pass that we may see in many 
a vicinity two or three or four parts of regi- 
ments and not a solitary regiment. The dif- 
ferent organizations operate as serious obsta- 
cles to each other. Nut enough persons to 
fill them all are disposed to volunteer, and, 
in consequence of their conflicting exertions, 
none are filled. This at the present time is a 
most embarrassing evil, and one which should 
not be suffered longer to exist. In every 
county or district, there should be an under- 
standing or agreement that but a single regi- 
ment shall be raised at a time, and all true 
and loyal men should unite their influence, 

« on<-entrate their exertions, to have it filled 
as speedily as possible so that it may be mus- 
tered at once into the service and sent to the 
field. When one has been mustered and sent, 
let another follow at the earliest possible day. 
Thus loss of time will be prevented, and a loss 
of time might bo fatal. We shall have formi- 
dable bsHiies of troops going in rapid succession 
to the points where they shall he most needed, 
instead of being compelled to wail for perhaps 
months whilst different regimoots, pulling in 
different directions, are slowly filling up, the 
various portions of our State being exposed 
in the mean time to the ravages and devasta- 
tions of hostile armies. We are sure that this 
suggestion and the strong reasons upon which 
it is founded will insumly strike and impress 
every ingenuous mind. Let all such of our 
friends as have commissions for raising regi- 
ments take counsel together in relation to this 
matter and adopt (he necessary action. All 
ioQsiderations of individual ambition should 
bo dismissed in a momentous exigency like 
this, and the great needs of our State and na- 
tion alone regarded. 

car All governments generally think it 
necossary to be a little tyrannical in time of 
war, and thore never was a war in which strin- 
gent measures on the part of the Government 
were more imperatively required than they are 
in this in which our country is now engaged, 
for certainly there never was a war in which 
treason was so common and so perilous. 

Undoubtedly there have been rases in which 
undue severity has been exercised, but there 
most always bo such cases. The United States 
Government during the Revolutionary war did 
acts similar to those which the opposition is 
now denouncing as so outrageous. Suspected 
men were then arrested without process of law, 
mischievous gatherings were summarily broken 
up, treasonable newspapers were suppressed, 
“rowboys” were mobbed by indignant patriots, 
and disabling acts were enacted by Congress. 

The liberty of our country survived all these 
things, and the general conviction is that it 
was maintained and strengthened by them.

LoTALClEME!<CY AXD DrSLOTAL CBUbLTV. 
The General Assembly of Kentucky has thus 
defined the policy of the State respecting ciu* 
zens who entertain secession views: 

That in UHing the means which duty 
and honor require shall used to expel the in- 
vaders from tne soil of Kentucky, no ettizeo shall 
be molested on account of bU political opin- 
ionr -*bat no citizen's property shall be taken or 
Gontiscated because of such opinions, nor shall ary 
slave be set free by any military commander; and 
that all peaceable citizens who remain at home 
at.d attend to their i rivate business, until legally 
calbd into the public service, ss well as their 
families, are entitled lo. and shdl receive, tbe 
fulUst protection of the Government in theenj>>- 
ra»*nt of their lives, their iibertiee. and tbeir 

^ The ^policy so prescribed by the State is ap- 
proved by the loyal masses, is applauded by 
the loyal press, and is enforced by the loyal 
authorities both military and civil. It is a 
living and efficient policy. It is as predomi- 
nant and popular as it is generous. Such is 
the clemency that rules in tbe most exposed 
and imperilled of all the loyal States. 

On tbe other hand, tbe Richmond Enquirer 
tbe 24th uU. foreshadowed as follows the 
policy of the Confederate States respecting 
citizens who entertain Union views: 



.Alibiv and Other Rnemirs — The forty days 
hiving expired, as designated lo tbe Presidfol’s 
proclamation, in conformity to what we deemed 
an extri judicial act of Congress, we are lo pre- 
sume that henceforth no alien enemies will be 
permitted to go at large within tbe limits of the 
i'/Opf«derate Statos. Neither should foreigners 
come amongst us without a declaration of purpose 
to become citizens. And. abov% all, no one, not 
in the employ of tbe Government, ought to pass 
out of our country, else tbe passport system itself 
is a farce, and we ehall be at tbe mercy of our en- 
emiee. 

It seems to os that aliens sbeuid now be re- 
quired to take tbe oath of allegiance to our Gov- 
ernment, cuid that the$ame test of loyalty miyhl 
very }u<hc¥>tuly be applied to tKose anurngit ut icko 
are i^non to have voUd^ a few brief monthe ago^ 
ayaimt the ratilicatkm of the ordinance trees- 
aton. Many of our tcttiliky men opftoted secetsum 
to the hist, atid nuiy be still opposed to separatum 
and Stntthem independence, if this clase be not 
attended to, and if, by one of the vicissltades 
incident to war, the enemy should happen, for 
however brief a season, to approach the capital, 
we might have (he spectacle of at least another 
nucleus of **r€Con*tructumists.’' They would 
come out of their boles and offer protection to 
the fearful, or attempt to intimidate tbe timid 
Don-corobatanta. We should provide for every 
Cvmtirrgency, and all who are not friends are en- 
emies. Not only all tbe wealth, but all the 
blood of the South is pledged for tbe redemption 
of our country. The man who will not tight, 
and he who dares to depreciate the credit of tbe 
Government, are alike traitors. 

There is every reason to believe that the pol- 
icy so foreshadowed is now the actual policy of 
the Confederate States and throughout their 
leugtb and breadth is enforced rigorously and 
pitilessly. As will bo seen, the policy is as 
inhuman as the policy of Kentucky is humane. 
Whilst the latter directs that *'no citizen shall 
be molested on account of his political opin- 
" that *‘no citizen's property shall be ta- 
ken or confiscated because of such opinions," 
and that **all peaceable citizens who remain at 
home and attend to their private business, un- 
til legally called into the public service, as well 
as their families, are entitled to, and shall re- 
ceive, the fullest protection of the Government 
in the enjoyment of their lives, their liberties, 
and their property, " the former, in the spirit of 
the bloodiest proscription, declares that nociti 
zen of Union opinions shall be free from molesta- 
tion, that every Union citizen’s property shall 
be confi^pated and his person imprisoned or 
exiled because of his opinions, and that ‘Hbe 
man who will not fight and be who dares to 
depreciate the credit of tho government are 
alike traitors. " In short, the Confederate pol 
icy extinguishes in tbe Confederate borders 
the last vestige of freedom of }>olitical opin- 
ion, riveting chains on the souls as well as the 
bodies of the cowering people. Huch is tbe 
cruelty that rules in tbe rebel realm from one 
end to the other. 

Men of Kentucky, if you would preserve 
your own liberty and escape this galling tyran 
ny, fly to arms, and at once drive hac k the 
myrmidons who come to coerce yon into the 
rebel realm at the bayonet’s point. This is 
the work before you, and these are the motives 
for doing the work. If you are fit for liberty, 
and not fit for tyranny, you will do it. 



RtBEL Vaspausm — A high officer from 
the Camp at Nolin brings intelligence that 
the rebels have at length done what they have 
for some lime been threatening— destroyed the 
noble railroad bridge across Green River. 
This is but in keeping with the rest of the 
infernal deeds that have marked tbe whole 
progress of tbe rebellion. The whole spirit of 
the rebellion is a spirit of destruction and 
rain. 

Tbe demolition of this noble structure clear- 
ly indicates, that tbe rebels, in spite of their 
vaunted strength at Bowling-Green, are afraid 
of the advance of R jusseau's troops. If they 
have tbe strength they pretend to have and are 
said lo have, they are cowards. It is probable 
that the little skirmish that we mentioned yes- 
terday as having occurred near Bacon Creek 
frightened them into the perpetration of this 
atrocious act of Vandalism. May the accursed 
perpetrators die the <leath of felons. 

Of course Buckner and his Confederate 
banditti 'contemplate at present no enterprize 
in this direction. Tho destruction of the 
Green River bridge is conclusive upon that 
point. But our troops can cross streams with- 
out the aid of bridges. “Follow me!” ex- 
claimed the gallant Rousseau, when, in front 
of his men, he leaped into the Rolling Fork. 
And “follow me!" the same bold leader wil 
exclaim, when, in front of his men, he shall 
leap into the waters of Green River.

SrWhen it was proposed in the Varliament 
of Great Britain that the North American lu- 
dians should bo employed in tbe war for tbe 
subjugation of the Colonics, the great Lord 
Chatham, rising in his place, assailed tho 
proposition with terrible denunciations that 
ran through all Europe. He proclaimed that 
tbe employment of savages in a war with civi- 
lixad men would be a deed deserving of tho ex- 
ecrations of all the world and of posterity. 

Our fathers endorsed and vehemently re- 
peated what Chatham said. They held it to 
be one of Great Britain's most terrible crimes 
that she roused up the savages and let them 
loose upon the revolting colonics. They pro- 
nounced it a violation of the laws of nations 
and of all the laws of civilization and human- 
ity. They appealed to the world to say wheth- 
er tbe mother country was not as guilty in 
arming against our people a race of beings, 
who, she knew, would use tho tomahawk, the 
scalping-knife, tbe faggot, and all other in- 
struments and means of torture and death upon 
men, women, children, and infants, as she 
would be if she were to instruct her own soldiers 
to practice such horrible atrocities. And the 
universal voice of our countrymen has ever 
since ratifled the verdict, which, in this case, 
our revolutionary fathers asked from the world 
o( mankind. 

But what do we now behold? There is war 
between the United States and the Confeder- 
ate Statof; and the latter has for some time 
past been engaged in tbe commission of tbe 
revolting crime denounced by Lord Chatham 
and other great British statesmen and by our 
revolutionary fathers and their descendants as 
shocking to human nature. Tho Confederate 
authorities, by exhortations, by promises, by 
threats, by gold, are inducing tbe Indian tribes 
to take part in this war, which, more emphat- 
ically than any other that has taken place since 
the commencement of the present century, is 
a war of brethren. Casting aside not only 
every humane but every human feeling, they 
make the savages their allies and invoke the 
aid of all savage barliaritics in this conflict. 
They disgrace the country and the age in 
which they live. They forfeit alt claim to be 
treated as honorable enemies. They should 
beware lest in their madness they suggest to 
their foes a retaliation too horrible to be con- 
templated. Tbe Cotton States, if we are not 
mistaken, are the more deeply interested of 
the two sections in keeping the management 
of this war within the limits prescribed by an 
enlightened civilization to the nations of tho 
earth. 

A gentleman direct from Bowling 
Green says, that, when he left there, John C. 
Breckinridge was just getting up to make a 
speech. He states aUo that Col. Hardee, 
lately in command in Arkansas and Missouri, 
bad joined Buckner with bis troops, and that 
Buckner's numbers were now from twenty-five 
to thirty thousand. Another gentleman just 
from Bowling Green estimates Buckner's force 
at twenty-tive thousand. 

It is very difficult to deride what should be 
believed. If troops from Missouri are pouring 
into Kentucky, the fact would seem to indicate 
that the Confederates intend for the present to 
give Missouri up to Fremont. Supposing tbe 
statements we have received to be correct, the 
enemy has now nearly eighty thousand men 
upon Kentucky soil, and the number will no 
<loubt be soon increased unless Gen. Fremont 
shall speedily start upon bis great cxj>edition 
down the Mississippi. 

A Mississippi officer at Bowling Green says 
that the Confederates have at no time bad any 
other thought than to make Kentucky tho 
main theatre of the war. Well, it shall go 
hard but they find her the hottest theatre 
that they ever set foot in— too hot, we trust, 
to hold them long. 

C^Hanson and bis men have made alltheir 
arrangements for the destrnction of the bridge 
over Green river. Well, never mind. Rous- 
seau and his men are getting along so swim- 
mingly now that we have no doubt they can 
get along in the <amc way when they arrive at 
the river. 



FuOinvfcSLAVt RETURNED FROM INDIANA. 

We are pleased to learn that our fellow 
citizen V>. L. Huffman, E-»q., recovered his 
man servant on Friday last, from Indiana, by 
due ]>rocess of law; and we are glad to an- 
nounce the prompt execution of the law by all 
the Federal officers having jurisdiction. 

Upon application and testimony the warrant 
was promptly issued, and l>eing placed in the 
hand of the U. S. Marshal for the State of 
Indiana, Col. D. G. Rose, heimmediaUly ex- 
ecuted it by arresting the fugitive and surren- 
dering him to the U. S. Commissioner, R. II. 
Hall, for trial, and, full examtnation 

of the testimony of sev^^T witnesses ^sAtivc 
to the ownership of the slave, and a full read- 
ing of the law, he was formally committed to 
tbe charge of the Marshal with proi>er author- 
ity to surrender him to his rightful and legal 
owner, which was done without one word of 
complaint. 

Wo thank the ofticers for their prompt dis- 
charge of duty. The officers of ludiana will 
faithfully and fearlessly execute tho laws of the 
United States, and her people will defend the 

righu of Kentucky^ 

Tho re-election of Governor Brown, of 
Georgia, is most signifii'ant of the want of 
confidence entertained for the Confederate 
(foveroment in that State, once so conserva- 
tive and loyal. Some iiiunths since Governor 
Brown published a terrific tirade against Jeff 
Davis and the leaders of tbe Richmond clique, 
whom he charged with designs to create an 
aristocracy and build up a monarchy upon the 
ruins of our republican Government. Gov. 
Brown also peremptorily refused to send for. 
ward any more State troops to fight the Con. 
federate battles, and recalled those that had 
already been sent forward. 

This endorsement of the Governor by the 
people of Georgia, after such unmistakable 
evidences of his having become sick and tired 
of the Confederate military despotism, shows 
that the State will not follow any ultra leaders, 
but will bo found prepared, at no distant day, 
to wheel again into the Union ranks, from 
which she was wheedled by some of her im- 
practicable and timid political leaders.

LErTER FROM LEBANON. 

SKIRMISH IN RARRKN COUNTY -THREE RKR 
FL8 KILLED- FATAL AFFRAY IN TOE 
ILLINOIS KEtHMENT-COL. GRIDER'S RCGl 
MENT, 4<*. 

C'aMrHF.LL Horsx, Lxhahok. Kv.« Oct. 14. 

I have just lieen forDtsbed with the details of 
sharp ekirmisb between a party of UDlonista, uo- 
der the ccmmaod of Capt. Taylor, and a number 
of rebels under command of the notorions Cy. 
Ilutcbinson, in Barren county, on the direct road 
from Greer shurg to Glasgow, Alioat 3 o’clock on 
Saturday morning a party of about forty horse> 
men, twenty-6ve of wbom were Federal trocpe 
from the regiment commanded by Colonels Hob- 
son and Peonebaker, and the remainder citizens, 
all ucder command of Capt. Sam Taylor, frtm 
Camp Andy Johnson, approached the residence of 
Cy. Hutcbiosoo, without a knowledge of the 
presence of one hundred and fifty rebels, who bad 
been warned of their approach and who were 
thoroughly prepared to receive them. The first 
intimation that Capt. Taylor received of the 
presence of the enemy ceme In the form of a 
peremptory order to halt, which issued from the 
opposite side of a plank fence. The order to halt 
was followed by a discharge of musketry ere 
CspU Taylor bad time to form his squad for ac- 
tion. Coder a galling fire, however, Capt. Tay- 
lor s gallant party dismounted and formed in bat- 
tle array, promptly returning the enemy's fire 
ith Enfield riflseand Colt's navy revolvers. The 
rebels were fortified behind the fence and fired 
through an opening near the ground. In the 
darkness of the night the Federals fought with 
little certainty as to the whereabouts of the ene- 
my, but their rifiee end pistols dnl good execu- 
tion, for they acknowledge a loss of two of their 
party, while it is known that at least four of the 
number were killed and that several were wound- 
ed. 

Of Capt. Taylor's command three were reported 
killed — Frank Lacey, Orderly of Capt. Taylor’s 
company, private Michael Lisle, and a ciliseo 
whose name is not known to me. They have

Secession Vanualism. — The Frankfort Com- 
monwealth has infornuition from our southeastern 
oountias which shows that acts of unparalleled 
atrocity have been committed upon citizens in 
that region. In Barboursville they took possea- 
aion of the residence of G. M. Adams, tore up his 
carpets, destroyed bis furniture, converted his 
bouse into a culinary establishment, and, ignoring 
the garb suited to their sex, arrayed themselves 
in the silk dresses of his daughters, and so hab- 
ited performed the usual dutiM of cooks, be- 
■mearing the silks with the grease of the frying- 
pans, and cutting up such fantastic tricks as 
would shame a Vandal and lead the gentle sex 
to believe that all chivalry and true manhood 
bad departed from the land. 

The finest private residences in BarlioursvilU 
have been cmvarted into sUldes for the horses 
of this thieving band, and the moH wanton de- 
»traction of property has marked the progress of 
theee invaders. In Laurel, they visited the farm 
of Jacob Hackney, tore down bis bouse, destroyed 
bis fences, made bis place a scene of desoUtion, 
deprived him of bis winter clothing, and utterly 
ruined this poor, honest, and unoflTending man. 
The same treatment was bestowed upon 
Thomas Moore, with the exception, per- 
haps, thst they tore his children’s clothing 
into shreds in the presence of bis fami- 
ly. The leading citizens have been com- 
pelled to fly from home in order to save 
themselvee and their loved ones from personal 
outrage. Our informant saw Urge numbers of 
these refugees who have been compelled to leave 
all and go to a place of safety. Some who did 
not get away in time were treated with great 
indignity. In one case a principal officer was 
obliged to place a guard around a lady to p’^eserve 
bar inviolate from the fiendish designs of the 
grandest scoundrels tbs world baa yet seen. 
These men, who sppropriately call themselvee 
*'Hsll Uats," are said to be pardoned thieves and 
murderers from the Nashville penitentUry, and 
for compensation they stipulate only for the priv- 
ilege of invading, robbing, and plundering the 
people of Rentncky.

Capt. Taylor was himself severely wounded in 
tbe knee joint, a Mr. Calhoun (a citizen) was shot 
through tbe thigh, and a Mr. Hoffman, also 
(iviliao, was slightly wounded. Capt. Taylor 
was reecoed by private Smith, and conveyed to 
Mr. RalsUm's, crossing tbs Little Barren River. 
Mr. Smith arrived here on Saturday evening, 
and gave me the particulars of the skirmish. 

Three of the party who accompanied Capt. 
Taylor on the expedition, Jas. Liala, Thomas 
Birch, and Gan. Smith, are yet mi-siog, but 
there is little doubt that they will find their way 
back to Camp, as they are gallant fellows and 
perfectly familiar with tba region of country In 
which tbe engagement took place. 

It is remarkable that, under the circumstances, 
Capt. Taylor’s entire command was not cot to 
pieces or taken prisoners. Of course the brave 
fellows were forced to retreat in tba face of such 
great oilds, but they fought with tbe vigor and 
daring of regulars, until they were convinced of 
tbe overMbcIming force which they had eoooun- 
tered. Capt. Taylor's men lost fifteen or eighteen 
Government horses, it is said, and I learn that 
the infamous wretch, George Wright, was at Bear 
Wallow on Saturday, boasting that he had in his 
possession one of the missing horses. 

Capt. Landrum, of Ix>uisville, lata of tba firm 
of Gowdy ^ Co., at Campbellsville, accompanied 
Capt. Taylor on the expedition as a volunteer and 
fought gallantly by his side during the whole of 
tba engagement, lie was slightly wounded, but 
will soon recover. 

Dr. Henry G. Twyman, of Hardinsville, Hart 
county, did gallant service in the fight. He was 
armed with two naval revolvers, and fired no less 
than twelve shots at the rebels, killing one fellow 
as he jumped from a window in Hutchinson’s 
house. 

Capt. Tom Moore, of fyreeneburg, who was of 
the expedition, was also in the fight, and my in- 
formant is most enthusiastic in his praise. 

Notwithstanding (heir eupericr force tbe cow- 
ardly reliels fled in the midst of the fight, but 
rallied after Capt. Taylor’s command had left tbe 
field, and made a show of punuit as far as Little 
Barren i but lost confidence and returned to 
Hutebioaon’s. A dstaebroent of one hundred 
men started in the direction of Hutebinaon’s on 
Saturday to renew tbe jattle, but they learned 
that Hutebineon's force had been increased to four 
hundred men, and they returned to camp. This 
sharp little skirmish has effectually tried tbe 
mettle of tbe boys at Camp Johnson, who fought 
lib a display of courage and f allantr>' unsur- 
passed in tbe history of modern guerilla warfare. 
They are eager for tbe Impnndiog fight, and only 
ask lo be led against a rebel force which is not 
more than twice their number. 

An affray occurred Friday night between twe 
privates in Col. Turebin’s 19tb lllmois regiment, 
named Simpson and Higgins, at Chicago, in this 
county, in which the latter was slabbed and 
killed. 

This charming village is all life and and activ- 
itv. Vigorous efforts are making to fill up tba 
skeletons of the two regiments encamped here 
under tbe command of Colonels Harlan and An- 
derson, of your city. Col. H. is scouring the 
bills and valleys of this region for enlistments, 
and is succeeding, I am gratified to learn, to an 
extrat commaneurata with bis great vigor aid 
universal popularity. Col. Anderson, too, is ac- 
tive and energetic and will soon fill the ranks 
of his regiment. Mr. Schad, of Woodland Gar- 
den, and Mr. Philip Breckheimer, both of your 
city, have received the appointment of Sutlers 
to Col. A.'s regiment. 

There are some bitter secessionists in Marion 
county. They have ceased to talk treason, how- 
ever, but they are secretly aiding the rebellion, 
and, it is believed, keep op a constant correspon- 
dence with Buckner. 

The notorious Jack Allen, with a party of three 
or four men, was seen within eight miles of New 
Haven, in Nelson county, on Thursday. Tbe 
object of bis visit is not positively known, but 
it is presumed be is acting in the capacity of a 
spy for tbe enemy, or is throwing himself in the 
way of tbe Federal pickets with tbe hope of 
being taken prisoner, as it is known be is not 
very fond of any thing like an open or honorable 
warfare, and the thing is probably becoming too 
serious to suit his delicate nerves. 

A detachment of one hundred men from Col. 

B. C. Grider’s regiment arrived here on Saturday 
to meet and escort their arms and equipments to 
their camp in Monroe county, seven milee from 
the Tennessee line. Another detachment of six 
hundred will meet the train of wagons at Camp- 
bellsvills, Taylor county. Tbe train, consisting 
of eighteen wag ins, departed last evening. Tbe 
members of Col. Grider’s regiment wbo visited 
this city are a noble set of fellows. There are 
but few veung men among them, tbe ranks being 
filled by hardy, stalwart coantrrmen wbo are in- 
ured to hardships and familiar with the rifle and 
endowed with a love of country and a patriotic 
ardor, the fires of which did not bum m<foe warm- 
ly or brightly upon tbe altars of Roman hearts in 
tbe days of tbe old Kmpiree chiefeet glory. Tbe 
gallant Lllows have travellMl a distance of more 
than one hundred miles on foot, braving tbe vi- 
cissitudes of dreary forests, tbe tedium of rocky 
hills, and tbe hazards of exposure to the rebel 
enemy to beg for guns wherewith to fight tbe 
battles which, if successful, will save I/>ni8ville 
from the sword and torch of the cruel aud relent- 
less Buckner ar d bis piratical followers. They 
have left their boniee, their wives, their babies, 
and all the loved ones behind them for tbe time, 
hut they return now with a fresh hope— with 
hearts animated by e vow to do or die. 1 saw 
these men as they filed out of our village yeeter- 
day, with their bright rifles in their bands. Tha 
sight was an impreeeive one — one not to lie for- 
gotten in a life time. There was no vain display 
in those ranks; no boisterous huzzas aro<>e from 
the brave column. Tbe expression of their earn- 
est, honest faces impressed me with the feeling 
that these men (T the border have gone into this 
war with a will which will render them uocon- 
}t)erable. Mav tbe God of Battle nerve their 
strong arms and cheer their great hearts for tba 
contest ! It is t be ambition of their gallant young 
cUiefiain to set bis foot upon Tennessee soil, and 
I mistake bis metal if there are not now victo 
nous garlands wreathing for bis proud frimt. 

Colonel Bramlette visited Lebanon on Saturday 
on an important military mtseioo. He has lost 
nothing in our admiration since be exchanged the 
judicial ermine for tbe trappings of war. 

We are assortil here that Buckner's advance is 
at Row’ette, that he has a force of sixteen tbou- 
satd in the vicicity of Bowling Green, and a re- 
serve of ten tbousaod.

This Committee, consisting of twenty citizens, 
wbces names have been annoanced by Mayor 
Delpb, have already held two meetings, have or- 
ganized their aseociation, and are pTiceeding as 
rapidly as they are able to meve lo preparing to 
render all the service in their power to (be desti- 
tute families of tboee wbo have volunteared to 
defend tbe Union and protact the Commonwealth 
of Reotucky. No causa can plasd more el(M|uent- 
iy than this; none can appeal in more moving 
terms to the hearts of tbe people of Louisville 
end of Jefferson county. In tbe present exi- 
gencies of the country, all that we have belongs 
to the supreme authorities; and those wbo cannot 
go into tha camps for service should feel bound by 
every consideration that can move a noble senti- 
ment, or a proper feeling, to see that, while tbe 
soldier is absent undergoing tbe labors, priva- 
tions, sufferings, and perils incident to war, his 
family shall not be neglected. Distress and des- 
titution always plead forcibly to the SMsitlve 
heart; but none can plead in stronger terms than 
tbe cases of the families of these soldiers. Let 
ns remember, that, but for theee soldiers, we 
should not now have much, if anything, for our- 
selves.

Muskets and Rifles ^Tbere seems to be an 
nndue preference given by some of our volunteers 
to the rifle over the Government musket. We 
have always thought that a smooth-bore, with a 
buck and ball cartridga, was tbe most efficient wea- 
pon in Una, though the rifle is doubtlees better 
for the flank companies, when extsndedas skirm- 
ishers, sod also for picket dnty. The less com- 
plicated the arm is when employed by volunteers^ 
the l>etter, and tbe musket is more easily handled, 
is lighter, and does not fool so quickly as the 
rifle. A ball and three buck-shot fired from a 
romket carry with them a greater certainty of 
execution than the single ball feom a Minnie, 
though tbe range is not so great. In the midst 
of battle, however, when smoke and dust obecare 
tbe aim and firing is done pretty much at random, 
after tbe poeition of tbe adverMry is known, we 
feel every confidence that the United States mus- 
ket is tbe beet weapon that oan be used. Ita maou- 
fecture is unexcelled, It Is lest likely to get out of 
order, and is in all respects oar preference for tbe 
wear and tear work of a campaign. We are 
therefore surprised to bear of companies mani- 
festing disapproval when it is put into their 
hands.

tucky for service for "three years, or during 
tbe war,” has been agreed on between tbe State 
Militarv Boerd and the Commending General: 

Tbe Militery Board will appoint, at tbe various 
places where volunteers ere offering, Mustering 
<.)fficers, wbo will muster in and receive volun- 
teers as they are presented. 

The Board will also supply to its agents funds 
for pa^’ing tbe expenses incurred, and for the 
supply of such articles of clothing and camp 
equipage AS are neceasary before uniforms are is- 
BUtd. 

As soon aa^^ten companies of a regiment are 
complete, they will be mustered into the service 
of tbe United States, and supplied with arms, 
accoutrements, uniforms, and transportation to tbe 
place of service by the regular (Quartermaster of 
tbe United States. 

Also at points convenient to the Subsistence De- 
partments, provisions will be i-ssoed to the com- 
panies daring tbe process of formation. 

Where persons have been authorized to raise 
regiments and may succeed in doing so, they 
will be commissioned as Colooels, but if this oc- 
casions delays the Captains of companies may 
form themselvee into regiments of ten companies, 
assemble at a rendezvous, and submit their choice 
of Colonel, Lieutenant Colonel, and Msjar for 
commifsions. 

If they do not voluntarily form such organiza- 
tion, the commanding General will order them as 
iodependaot companiee to join together at coove- 
vient points, and there form them into regiments 
and battalions, appointing tbe necessary field offi- 
cers.

Tbe Herald’s special Washington derpatcb says: 
Reports from Banks’s and Slone’s column state 
that tbe rebels do not appear to be making any 
demonstrations on the Virginia side of the river. 
It is Imported that one of our men was kilted this 
morning in a scouting pirtv from Gen. Smith’s 
rommaud near Fairfax 0. il. One of tbe rebels 
was seen to fall from bis horse, and several ethers 
were picked up and carried away bearing tbe 
marks of our sharp shooters. 

Intelligence from our Mexican Minister is to 
the effect that the Mexican Government has 
a.>-ked for a loan from our Government of from 
#5 000,000 to #10,000,000. Mr. Corwin regards 
it highly important just at this time that Mexico 
should have tbe money to pay tbe interest on her 
Engliah debt and thus release her from her prea 
ent emharrassmer.t. 

The Herald's despatch says that our Govern- 
ment is determined to stand by Mexico at all 
hazards and protect her against encroachmanta 
by foreign powers. Our Government bas ad- 
dressed communicitione to England, France, and 
Spain to know what their intentions are, to wbicb 
no response has been received. 

^ Copies of letters from various Indian Cbiefe to 
Government agents have been received, all of 
which breathe loyal sentiments and a determina- 
tion to Stan I by the Government. Efforts are 
being made to hold a conference on the Osage 
river with all tbe Chiefs in regard to their future 
policy. Refuel agents are very bu^y among them, 
but it is stated that all tbe Indians wbo are in 
arms againat u* have been coerced. Capt. E. D, 
Bryant, of the 34 Michigan volunteers, who was 
arraigned and tried by a general C( urt martial 
upon tbe charge of violwting tbe 42d article of 
War, in leaving hn camp without tbe consent of 
his Commanding officer and remaining out all 
night, was found not guilty.

IMPOKl’ANr FROM THE KANAWHA. 

Western Virginia, > 
STBAMiiOAT Horizon, October 13 f 
Colonel Guthrie received information on Fri- 
day evening of an attiropt by tbe rebels to cap- 
ture the steamboats Horizon and IzeUa. The 
Horizon paseed tbe fire of tbe rebels and reached 
Charleston in safety. Tbe Izetta returned to 
GallipoUs. 

Tbe First Kentucky Regiment having advanc- 
ed up the river to join Gen. Koeecrans, Colonel 
Guthrie *eot messenger# to Caim> Piatt for the 
immediate advance of tbe 34tb; Lieat. Col. io- 
lend, left the c#mp with about 600 men oo the 
steamer Glen wood. Col. Guthrie joined the ad- 
vance under Lieut. Col. Tuland at Charleston, 
and reacbeu Red House about 10 o’clock A. M. 

The first charge made by Cot Guthrie was upon 
a store owned by tbe leader of the rebel fotc#6 
who fired into our boats. 

Colonel Piatt left his camp oo Saturday morn- 
ing with the remainder of the regiment, leaving 
twoci mpaoiee at Charleston to aid in the proter. 
tioo of tbe place and the Federal Court now in 
session there. He went down the river and found, 
upon arriving at Rad House, that the advance b»d 
follow^ the rebels, leeviog ao order for Colonel 
Piatt to advance with bis forces and take com- 
mand of (be fotces. 

If the reports at tbe Red House Saturday even- 
ing are to be relied upon, concerning the rebels's 
poeition and force, tLey will find themselves corn- 
ered, captured, and caged, and, perhaps, by the 
politeness aud abilry of the Colonel to pass them, 
tbev mey get a ride upon tbe steamer Izelta, 
which they fired imo. 

'i he 34tD regiment (First Z maves) hav« )»een 
actively en^^aged s nee they came to tbe Kanawha 
Valley. Since tfie glorious victory they woo near 
l/bapmansvilU, where tbe rebel comminder, Col. 
Davis, was mortally wounded, the Union senti- 
ment has advanced largely on the Cole river. 
Two companies have been organized, and are 
ready to go to work to defend their own b moa 
and give the organiz* d regiments an opportunity 
to advance into the heart of tbe enemy s country. 

The 34(b do not believe in protecting tbe boraee 
and propertv of rebels while they are madly 
fighting with blinded zeal to deHroy tbe homes 
and Government of Union- loving men, and they 
are “showing their faith by their work," and have 
captured 125 cattle, about 10 horsee, a number 
of roulea, and a quantity of dry good*, Ac. 

The IzetU, after her repairs atGallipolia, went 
up the river last night with her men and cargr> 
unharmed. She will be received with unbounded

The London Morning P. st of the 24th ult- con- 
tains the f ■iiowing article on the gcvemmeiital 
enfoieemeatof B-itieh claime in Mexico. Com- 
ing from a paper bcppOicd to be Lord Palmerbton b 
moatbpi-'Ce, it nuy be regarded as erpecially bi^- 
nlbcant:

The toler^anc** which Western E*i 
rope has s^ long exhi dtod toward* a country 
ulusgid into civil wjr has been pUlnlv abused, 
and has been mistaken for cowardice and Indecis 
Inn. The Mexican G ivemtnenl nieaiwh*!* baa 
f>uod its«*lf in ibe p -sieseion of ample tumlsf r 
the liquli.ition of all foreign daima, and tbe^ 
fund* are t>etng dii^aipaud by its own syateroatic 
m tlveraation The forci de robbery of the prop- 
erty of tba FogLsb liondbollers by ibe late Gov- 
ernment of Miramon, and since Ucl’ly acq lieeced 
In by the present O vernmentof Juar*z, has gene 
far towards pUcing tbe Mex c n republic beyond 
the law of nations It waa obvious that If con- 
duct nf this dfcfcripiion were tu be toleraUd there 
would at once be an end to all rcrarity in interna- 
t’uiial tranracli ms, and a n ecedent lie set up for 
tbe dvliberate repudiation by every foreign gov 
ernment of its obligations wftb thU country. It 
Is under theee cl-'Cumatances that the cabinets 
of London. Paris, and Madrid have taken the res- 
ointi>D which we have already stated. 

Tbe manpir in which tbe three allied powers 
intend to carry out tbeir olJ'Ct i* at once the 
roost inexpensive and the most etfectusl. Tbei 
have no intention whatever of wasting powder 
ard shot l-y waging a territorial war upon 5!ex- 
ico. To land a milbary force and advance upon 
the cipital in Altogether oot of their contempla- 
tion. It would be impossible to deal with Mexico 
as an organized and establi«bsd government, with 
a recogn z-d centre cf authi.rity. Tbe lolentlon 
of tbe allies, on the c ntrarv, is to send a com - 
bined neval f«>rce into tbe GuW of Mex'C>. This 
force will bhekade, and will, we apprehend, tern- 
pnrarilv occopy tbe rrinclpti p t's upon the Gulf, 
fcucb as Vera Cruz, I'anipico, and one or two oth- 
ers. Bv these means tbe allies will no doubt 
bring ihe Mexican governmeut to an immediate 
acqui«»sei:C9 in 'bur terms. But whether thev 
bii »g them to terms, or wh r tbev do not, will 
prol ably mike verv lit'Ie diflfaronce in the attain- 
ment of their object; for, what they will duby 
treaty, if I hey do not bring the refractory go\ - 
ernirent to terms, they will do by force If they do 
nolbiiogitto terms.' The pUu on which thev 
have agree*! for the satisfaction of tbe outstand- 
ing claims it tbl: The allUd powers will seques- 
trali the customs revenues c>f the por>8 in ques- 
tion. They will charge their omuls, or some 
otb*r auth* rities, j nntly to collect ihsee revenues 
at the different ports, and thess consols, acting 
together, will f.rm a sert of international 
comml».*ion, constitu’ed for the purpo-»e at 
each port. N » ship will be able either to enter or 
clear at the p irla <«f Vera Cruz, Tampico, &?., 
without the authority of these con^u’s, who will 
exsc’— and not only exact, but tbema* Ives also 
receive — the ctattonis du.'s on such entrances and 
clearances. They will, we preanms, observe the 
existing customs’ duti«-e recogn-zx! by Mexican 
laws, at d will throw the proceeds into a common 
trea-nry of their own at e.tch port. They then 
intend to retain a given propr>riioo of these pro- 
of'd* for their resn**ciive Qs‘ions, and to psvover 
a pirtl'in to the Mexican Government. W'e be 
li«vB that the alll*** will retain a’wut forty per 
c*nt. of these and will pay over fifty p^r cent, to 
Mesico. This is a liberal arrangement towards 
Ml xlcK audit I* one wblc i wilt reserve to that 
(^•vrrnmsnt such a customs revenue as wUi fii- 
ablo it still to dischargn the rxpsnsas of its own 
civil adn^iiiis^ratloD. Bnt it is also an effectual 
arrargenienl for the Hilled powers, the customs 
revenue of the Gulf being ve*y Urge. Their 
re<«peciive consuls, af’er paving over to the Mex- 
ican G »vernmHDl i'a rh»re of tbe pv-Orcds, quar- 
Ur hv qntrur, will civide the balr.nc«s oroth«r 
half, ritably between three countries.

REPORT OF CoMMAlfDF,R BRAINE, OP THE MOX- 
TICKLLO. 

Cniteo Statks >Hir Monticfi.lo, 

Off Cape HAXTEKAa, Od. 6, 1861. j 
Sir; 1 have tbe honor to inform you ihar, in 
obedience to your order of this m«>rning, I stood 
through the inner channel of Hatierus bhoaU at 
12H F. M , and stood close along shore to the 
nor>hwsrd. keeping a bright lookout from aloft. 
At r. M. we di-KX)verfd sev-rai sailiu * vea- 
aels ov«r the woodland Kino Keet, and at the 
same time a regiment na irching to the northward, 
c irrving a rebel fl tg in their luldtt, wi h man** 

sirigglt-rs in their rear; also two tu<;8 inside, 
firing the same flig. As they came out of the 
woods of Kino Keet, wo ran close in shore and 
opened a deliberate firo upon them, at the dis- 
tance of three quar'ers of a mile. At our first 
shell, which f li appareitly in their midst, they 
rolled up their fisg atd scxltercd. moving rapidly 
up the lioach to the nor hward. Wo followed 
them, firing rapidly from thrwo ^ns. driving 
them up to a clamp of wood*, in which they took 
refuge, and abreast of which iheit steamers lay. 
Wo DOW shelled the woods, and could see them 
embarking in small boats after their visadls, ©vi- 
denily in groat confusion and suffering greatly 
from our tire. 

Tbeir steamers now opened fire upon us, firing, 
however, but three shots, which fell short. Two 
lK>ats filled with men were stiuck by onr shells 
and destroyed. Three more steaniera came down 
tbe Sound and took posiii m opposite the woods. 
We were shelling also two sha-ps. We contin- 
ued firinu deliberately upon them from IK P. M 
until ba f past three P. M., when two men wtre 
discovered on tbe seabeach making signals to us 
Supposing them to be two of tbe Indiana regi- 
ment, we sent an armed boat and crew to bring 
them cflT, covering them at the same time with 
our fire. Upon the boat nearing tbe betch thev 
to k to the water. 0.ie of them was successful 
in reaching the boat— private Warren O. Haver, 
Company H, 20th regiment of Indiana^ troops. 
The other man-i-private Charles Whitts Company 
U, ?0ih regiment Indiana troope— was unfortun- 
ately drowned in the surf. 

Private Haver informs me that he was taken 
prisoner on the morning of the 4th; that he w t- 
neseed one shot which was vet^’ destructive. lie 
states that two of our shells fell into two si )op3 
loaded with men, blowing tbe veeeels to pieces 
and sinking them. Also, ihtt several officers 
were killed and tbeir horses seen running aixiut 
the track. He bid just escaped from his captors, 
after hboitiog tbe captain of one of tbe rebel 
companies. He states that tbe enemy were in 
the greeteet confusion, rushing wildly into the 
water, striving to get off to their vessels. 

Private Haver now directed me to the point 
where the rebels were congregated, wailing an 
opportunity to get off. I opened fire again with 
succe s, ecittering them. We were now very 
clot*e, in three fathoms water, aud the fire of the 
second shell told with effect. 

Six steamers were n >w off the paint, one of 
which I recognized as the Fanny. 

At twenty-five minules to five P. M-, we ceas- 
fd firing, leaving tbe enemy scutteri d along the 
beach f. r upwards of four n'lles. I fired repeat- 
edly at the enemy’s steamers with our rifled can- 
non, a Parrot thirty-pounder, and struck the 
Fanny, 1 think onoe, 1 f*unU the range of tMt 
piece' much shtrl of what I bad anticipated, 
many of the shot turniog end^over end, and not 
exceeding much tbe range of tbe smooth bore 
thirty-two pout der. 

1 enclose herewith tbe msmorandum of the 
'amoaot of ammunition expeuded to-day. 1 am 
respectfully, your obedient servant.
